A Tornado Demolished Six Residences 
•t McPherton, Kan., and Damaged 
Other Property— Destruction 
I In the Country North. 

Fo# JScott, Kan., April 26.— Fort 
Bcott li experiencing the most serious 
flood in its history. Marmaton river 
luid Mill creek, which runs Into the 
former strfam here, havo risen ten 
feet in the past 24 hours, the result u( 
heavy rains. Several hundreds of per 
sons have heea rescued In boats. As 
'far as known no lives have been lost. 
The estimated lot^s to livestock drown- 
ed and iiropfrty damaged is $100,000. 
■ The two stveams began to rise at 10 
o'clock Saturday night and Sunday the 
city was divided Into three sections 
and almost completely isolated. Sun- 
day night the entire northern part of 
the city was cut off and part of the 
city is inundated. Ten feet of water 
Is rushing through the streets in that 
part of the city and several hundred 
persons in what is known as Belltown 
have been forced to leave their homes. 
Many were tal<en away In boats. 
There wer<> .'several nairow eseajies 
from drowning. Rescuers were oilt all 
of Sunday under the direction of Fire 
CUef Ausman, Mayor Congdon and 
Chief of Police Mendenhall, and they 
succeeded In saving thousands of dol- 
lars worth of property as well as the 
hundreds. of inhabitants of that dis- 
trict Many who refused to leave 
Belltown will have to be taken away 
in boats, as all avenues of escape have 
now been cut off. 

The gas works is tlire*- feet \indor 
water and has closed down. The en- 
gine and pumps at the water station 
are 20 feet under water. 

Kansas City. April 25.— Unusually 
fceavy rain and wind storms, causing 
more or less damago. iirevailed In 
Western Missouri and Central Kansas 
Sunday, with a blizzard in Western 
Kansas. Small streams in Kansas are 
over their banks and many telephone 
and telegraph poles have been blown 
down. One drowning is reported. 
Many trains are late on account of 
washouts. 

. In Eiastern Kansas nearly three 
inches of rain fell ait Ottawa, Concor- 
dia, Elsmore and Other points, cans- 
Irg the .Marmaton, the Big Creek and 
Mais li(s Cygnes rivers to overflow. 
'Several bridges were washed out, 
crops submerged and much other dam- 
age done. At Bills, Kan., a cold, driv- 
ing rain storm prevailed, followed by 
a strong wind and a heavy fall of 
snow^. 

McPherson, Kan.. April 2'.— A s'' 
,vere tornado struck McPherson Sun- 
day afternoon, demolishing six resi- 
dences and causing more or less other 
damage to property. Three persons 
■were injured, one seriously. Much 
. damago was done in the country north 
of here. 

A funnel-shaped cloud approached 
the town from the south, following the 

cf/iirse of a ravine. The residence of 
S. W. llleft was first strui k and the 
liouse, barn, windmill and outbuildings 
destroyed. All the members of the 
faaiily sscaped except a young man 
who was bruised and scratched. The 
residence ef Mrs. S. P. Fisher was next 
struck. The building wa.s iilckcd up 
and carried a considerable dl.stanre 
And demolished. The family had seen 
the approach of the storm and escap- 
ed. The large residence (rf Archie 
Brown, next in the path of the storm, 
was wrecked and two of Brown's 
daughters Injured. On© was struck by 
-the cook stove falling upon her and 
.was seriously hurt. The residence of 
Peter Sellberg was next wrecked, the 
ifamlly escaping injury. After wreck- 
ing the slaughter house of S. Q. O. 
Rantz, the storm lifted and passed 
south, traveling In the dirsction of 
Lindsborg. 

The tornado passed four miles east 
of Salina, wrecking telephone and tele- 
graph poles and farm property. Bf- 
lorts were made to follow the cours'3 
of the storm by telephone, but all tho 
wires are down. 

It is a miracle that great damage 
was not done at McPherson snd many 
ipersons killed, as the tornado barely 
missed the thickly settled residence 
district

Taken Place ou Laud. 



Czar's Troops Ars Prtpsrlng to Resist 

a Japanese Advance By Fortify- 
ing on the Manchurlan Side 
ef ths Yalu RIvsr. 

Seoul, Korea, Saturday, April 28.— 

Advices received here state that the 
Japanese lines now extend 30 miles 
along the Yalu river, reaching from 
Tongampo to ten miles above Wiju. 
The Russians are strongest St Antung. 
Tiger Hill is, as it was in the China* 
Japanese war, the key to the situation. 
Three Islands, one above and two be- 
low Wiju, will facilitate an attack as 
they offer a base for artillery to cover 
the crossing of the Yalu. 

Paris, April 26. — ^According to the 
St. PetiMsburg correspondent of the 
Echo de Paris. Col. Van Novsky. of the 
Russian general staJT, declares that tho 
report, of a Japanese reverse on the 
Yalu has not been confirmed. The col- 
onel does not believe that there baa 
as yet been any serious fighting on the 
Yalu. neither side having finished tho 
concentration of troops. He estimates 
the Japanese strength In Korea to be 
85,000 men. 

New Chwang, April 28. — There is no 
official Information that any decisive 
tighting has taken ))lace on the Yalu 
river, neither have any reliable reports 
"been received here that the Jai)aneso 
have yet attempted to cross, although 
the opposing linss, it is understood, 
now skirt the ttro banks of the river. 

Shanghai, April 2.'>.— Fearing a pos- 
sible attack, tho Chinese ollU ials have 
decided to remove the Shanphai arse 
nal to Wu Hu, an inland town about 
150 miles west of Shanghai. It is esti- 
mated that the entire cost of moving 
the arsenal will reach three nllUon 
taels. 

"New Chwang. April 2" -The Rus- 
sians are preparing to r' .'~ist a Japan- 
ese advance by the further construc- 
tion of Intrenchments and other forti- 
fications on the Manchurian side' of 
the river, especially ojjp<jsite the points 
where the Japanese have concentrated 
their forces within the last few days, 
and all reports of decisive engage- 
ments on the Yalu are premature. 

London, April 25.— The far eastern 
dispatches Monday morning are chief- 
ly concerned with leixirts and specu- 
lations concerning Jai)anese landings 
and the plan of campaign. The Tele- 
graph's Toklo correspondent says the 
present delay is more apparent than 
real, both as regards field and naval 
operations. Tho Japanese, accordini; 
to the corri spondent. are acting pin- 
dentiv and will ik.i t i' hurried. They 
realize that certain movements must 
precede the next coup by land and sea, 
and thoy are awaiting both favorable 
weather and occasion, and from Port 
Arthur to Vhidivostok are on the alMt. 

Will Be Treated as Spies. 
St. Petersburg, April 25. — Viceroy 
Alexieff has issued a notification to 
the effect that newspaper correspond- 
ents using wireless telegraphy will be 
treated as spies. The notification is 
the same as that served on the state 
department at Washington. 

Will Redeem Notes With Silver Bars. 

St Petersburg. April 25.— The fi- 
nance ministry has decided to provide 

tho .Manchurlan administration with 
bars of silver for the purjjose of re- 
deeming bank notes on demand In or- 
der to prevent the lowering of the 
price of the rouble.

The senate ratified the treaty nego- 
tiated with Cuba to carry out the 
terms ot the Piatt amendment It al- 
so sattsfled the Chinese commercisl 

treaty which provides for two open 

ports In Manchuria. 

Chairman ll«-menway, of tho house 
committee on appropriations, in a 
statement compiled under his direc- 
tion, gives the total of all supply bills 
(subject to light changes in pending 
bills) as $r^97.S02,321. to which must, 
be addecl $S4.7yi,82u for Interest on 
tho pulilic debt. The cstlnuited reve- 
nues are $704,472,000. By these fig- 
ures the expenses are $22,000,000 less 
than the revenues. The estimates of 
the various government departments 
on whi( h the appropriation bills wen? 
based exceeded the total estimated 
revenues by l '','^''-- 

While a total of over 1,400 bills be- 
came laws during the two sessions, 

less than ITiO of them were "public" 
bills, and of this latter number, one- 
lialf simply authori/.ed the bridging of 
rivers, the damming of streams, the 
regulation of federal courts, and the 
ordinance of the District of Columbia. 

It was made a crime to "crimp" sea- 
men of the Unltexl States, by sollcltlnir 
them as lodgers or charging a fee for 
shipping them.
